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A SOUTHAMPTON-

are just being left to rust 
away. 

“No decision seems to 
have been reached re¬ 
garding its future and the 
council doesn’t have any 
plans for it, so I decided 
to form the Weymouth 
Tramway Group to in¬ 
vestigate the situation. 

“We have no plans to 
start a rail attraction 
along the lines at the mo¬ 
ment but we do want to 
hear people’s views on 
the idea of using the rails 
as a heritage attraction 
whether it be steam or 
diesel. 

“There are ways and 
means of bringing in 
rolling stock. The main 
consideration is that the 


line is there, it is rusting 
away and nobody seems 
to be doing anything 
about it.” 

He added that over the 
last 50 years many rail¬ 
way lines had closed in 
Dorset including Wey¬ 
mouth to Portland, 
Upwey to Abbotsbury 
and Maiden Newton to 
Bridport. 

Mr Spreadbury said: 
“We hope that the group 
will raise awareness 
among the residents of 
Weymouth and I hope

DORCHESTER Royal British Legion President Les 
Cuff has his worries about the future of the Legion 
in the county town, despite a successful D-Day 70th 
commemoration in the past week. 

Les lost both his parents at an early age and, after 
a brief period with his grandmother, went to live in 
children's homes in Salisbury and Weymouth. It 
was from there that he watched the build-up to D- 
Day in and around Weymouth and Portland. 

Eventually, he followed his older brothers into 
the armed services but was stopped from seeing 
front-line service, literally at the last minute. 

He has worked on farms in and around the 
county, has a passion for tractors and steam en¬ 
gines and has been involved in many aspects of life 
in the county town - including the now-closed Con¬ 
servative Club. 


• WHAT are your memories of your older brothers 
and their military service? 

I remember them coming to see me two days before dis¬ 
embarking. They brought me a black ball and a fire engine 
which was a real beauty. I was the envy of all the other 
kids. I don't suppose at the time I really realised what was 
happening to them... my elder brother, Harry, who was 
known as"Bubbles" was captured and spent three or four 
years as a prisoner of war. He never spoke of it until six 
months before he died. My other brother, Eddie, was 73 
when he died. He spent much of the war in hospital with 
shrapnel in his head. They never removed all of it because 
it would have been too dangerous. 

• AND how much of D-Day do you remember? 

I was in a children's home in Weymouth so we could see 
the build-up going on. We lined up on Portland Road and 
the troops marching past us would throw us their money 
and bars of chocolate. It is something I will never forget. 

• WAS being in a children's home tough? 

I suppose it would be considered that now - but it was 
what we were used to. We had gardens to grow our own 
veg and, of course, we were expected to work. We weren't 
treated roughly, nothing like the abuse you hear about in 
some places, but we had to do what we were told. We had 
to make our own beds and darn our own socks and, of 
course, there would be regular inspections to check our 
nails and make sure we'd washed behind our ears. 

• AND I suppose you, like almost everyone else, left 
school at 14? 

Yes. The home found me a job in a paper shop in Fording- 
bridge. I was only there a week, I just couldn't stick it and 
the owners got fed up with me moaning and crying. I was 
then found an apprenticeship with Jack Jolliffe in Wey¬ 
mouth as a painter and decorator where I stayed until my 
call-up papers came. I wasn't impressed with the idea but 
I had to go. They put me in the Medical Corps, probably 
because I'd been in St John Ambulance in Weymouth. 

• HOW did you get on? 

It wasn't too bad to begin with but it knocked some of the 
others back a bit, being told what to do by a snotty Cor¬ 
poral. I was eventually posted toTidworth Military Hospi¬ 
tal but I couldn't stick working on the wards all the time. 
Then, one day, they called for volunteers to be parachute 



medics. I couldn't say "thank you" quick enough. I went 
basically to get out of the hospital but I also wanted to 
see some action. 

• AND did you? 

No, the nearest I got was the Suez Crisis. I got the papers 
and got to Brize Norton via the train at Salisbury. We were 
all loaded up in the plane with the engines running all 
ready to go when the pilot got the call that it was being 
aborted... my friends all went abroad but I never got out 
of the country. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Legion? 

I first joined at Stapleford, near Salisbury. My elder brother 
had always said that if you were in the forces you had to 
be in the Legion, but it wasn't until I came to Dorchester 
to work at Lower Skippet Farm that I really got involved. 
At time it was in High East Street, in the old brewery build¬ 
ing. We had hundreds of members and the building was 
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nowhere near big enough so we moved to Fordington, 
but that eventually went in the early 1990s and we ended 
up meeting wherever we could, usually in pub skittle al¬ 
leys. 

• AND what state is the Legion in today? 

Basically there's only a handful of us left; many members 
have died and others drifted away, mainly because we 
had no "home". We've tried to get younger members but 
to no avail. We have 40 or 50 members on the books but 
really there's only a few of us who take an active part, but 
I'm going to carry on as long as I can. 

• WHAT do you make of Dorchester's recent develop¬ 
ments? 

I don't think a lot of it is good for Dorchester. There's shops 
and other businesses out of the town centre which should 
be in the town centre. We need to keep the town centre 
alive. If they don't watch it they will ruin Dorchester with 
all the extra development. The new council offices have 
taken up too much parking space and the traffic system 
needs sorting out. 

• SO where would you live if not in Dorchester? 

I'm not likely to leave Dorchester but if I didn't live here I 
would like to try New Zealand. It seems a tranquil place 
and they never seem to have any trouble. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I used to do up vintage tractors but I'm a bit too old for 
that now, although I do collect model tractors. I've got 
one for every tractor I've ever worked on. 

• FAVOURITE foods? 

The only things I don't like are celery, sweetcorn and 
salmon - but I'll eat pretty much anything else!

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MP describes sale of marine 
rescue centre as'regrettable' 


MP for South Dorset, Richard 
Drax, has described the 
planned sell off of the Marine 
Rescue Co-ordination Centre 
(MRCC) in Weymouth as 
“deeply regrettable”. 

Responding to a letter from 
Stephen Hammond, Minister 
for Transport, in which Mr 
Hammond told the MP of the 
Government’s decision to 
market the coastguard site 
from the end of May, Mr Drax 


said: “We have known for 
some time that sadly, the cam¬ 
paign by South Dorset resi¬ 
dents to save our lifesavers 
has been ignored. The MRCC 
will be closed and with it, 
goes an unparalleled reposi¬ 
tory of local knowledge and 
expertise. 

“As anyone who has fol¬ 
lowed this saga will know, the 
MRCCs are to be replaced 
with two, national Marine Op¬ 


erations Centres (MOCs), 
which are expected to coordi¬ 
nate and direct rescue assets, 
sometimes hundreds of miles 
away. 

“We have always relied 
upon the local knowledge of 
the men and women manning 
our MRCCs. 

“With all the coves, bays and 
currents along the South 
Dorset coast, their expertise 
could make the difference be¬ 


tween life and death. 

“Now, we are told that ‘net¬ 
worked’ computers will do the 
job for them. Coastguards call 
it ‘rescue by Google’. I call it 
deeply regrettable. 

“The Weymouth MRCC 
does not actually close until 
September this year, with all 
the operations then being 
moved to the Fareham MOC. 
However, the MCA, under the 
Department for Transport, has 


chosen to press on with selling 
the site now, with the Minister 
hoping for vacant possession 
in October 2014. 

“While I understand that un¬ 
used buildings fall into disre¬ 
pair, this haste does appear to 
be unseemly and certainly, 
would add credence to the 
view that once again, as with 
the Portland SAR helicopter, 
cost cutting matters more than 
life saving.”

Residents are invited to go along to community pre¬ 
sentations at Preston Village Hall today (Wednesday, 
June 11th) starting at 2pm and at Portland C2000 
Community Hall on Thursday, June 12th starting at 
7pm. 

There will also be a public roadshow where residents 
can see the new containers and ask questions on Sat¬ 


urday, June 14th at Tesco, Portland from 10am to 1pm. 

Households in Weymouth and Portland and part of 
West Dorset including Abbotsbury, Chickerell, 
Maiden Newton, Martinstown and Sherborne should 
have received a leaflet from the Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship (DWP) about changes to their bin collections 
starting in October. 

People have until June 19th to go online or call to 
request changes or help if they think the new service 
will not meet their household’s needs. 


The new service will consist of a fortnightly recy¬ 
cling collection, a fortnightly rubbish collection and a 
weekly food waste collection. 

Residents can also pay by June 19th for a fortnightly 
garden waste collection starting in October. 

The Recycle for Dorset service is already being used 
by 135,000 households and has led to recycling rates 
doubling to more than 60 per cent. For more informa¬ 
tion about the ‘recycle for Dorset’ service, go to 
www.dorsetforyou.com/recyclefordorset.

producing ideas to make the line a major tourist at¬ 
traction in Weymouth. 

“I went along the line to the Pavilion quay last week 
and I have also been along it in the old Waterloo boat 
train days when it went right through town to the ferry 
terminal. 

“Every train then used to make people stop and stare 
and I believe an attraction now would be just as inter¬ 
esting to people particularly visitors because trains 
going through streets is not something you see these 
days.” 

Mr Spreadbury has started a Facebook page - The 
Weymouth Tramway Group - and would welcome 
people’s comments on it before sitting down to thrash 
out a plan of action. 

He said: “We are just testing the waters at the mo¬ 
ment to find out what people’s thoughts are because 
there is no sense going full steam ahead if people are 
not interested. 

“We know it will take a bit of work to bring the line 
out of mothballs but it can be done. It could be very 
beneficial for Weymouth’s economy.” 

Weymouth and Portland transport spokesman Coun¬ 
cillor Christine James said: “I think such an attraction 
would be a good idea if that’s what people want. I cer¬ 
tainly think Mr Spreadbury is going about this in the 
right way.

Police join campaign 
to tackle courier fraud 


DORSET Police has joined with re¬ 
gional forces in a campaign to warn 
people of the increasing threat of 
courier fraud across the South West. 

Zephyr - the regional organised 
crime unit - has begun a high pro¬ 
file publicity campaign to warn peo¬ 
ple about the threat of courier fraud. 

The south west region has been 
targeted by fraudsters, who are 
preying particularly on vulnerable, 
elderly people, some of whom have 
been duped out of thousands of 
pounds during the past two months. 

The number of people who have 
been targeted in the region which 
covers Gloucestershire, Wiltshire, 
Dorset, Devon and Cornwall and 
Avon and Somerset police forces 
has now topped 211, with 68 reports 
in Dorset alone. Police now believe 
that the amount of cash obtained in 
this way could top half a million 
pounds. 

The fraudsters appear to be using 
the same approach across the re¬ 
gion. They first contact potential 
victims - who are normally elderly 
- by telephone. Victims are encour¬ 
aged by the fraudster, using an elab¬ 
orate and convincing reason, to 
withdraw large sums of cash, which 
they are asked to send to London by 
taxi or via a courier, who will col¬ 
lect the money from their home. 

The offenders often pose as police 
officers, claiming the money is po¬ 
tential evidence for an investigation 
and is needed so that it can be foren- 
sically examined. 

In one example, a pensioner in his 
eighties was at his home address in 


the Chapelhay area of Weymouth, 
when he received a telephone call 
from a man claiming to be a police 
officer with the Metropolitan Police. 

The conman told him that money 
had been drawn out of his account 
and replaced by counterfeit cash. 
The victim was advised to call 999 
to verify the caller’s details which 
he did - however it is believed he 
was still speaking to the fraudsters. 
He was then persuaded to hand over 
£26,000 in cash which he gave to a 
courier who attended his home ad¬ 
dress. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Ken- 
nard from the Economic Crime 
Unit offers this advice: “We all 
know someone who could fall vic¬ 
tim to this sort of fraud, so it is vital 
that we work together as a commu¬ 
nity to make sure the message gets 
out to everyone - don’t give your 
personal details or PIN number to 
anyone, and make sure you always 
verify the identity of a caller before 
speaking to them. 

“If we all help to spread the word 
and look out for our family, friends 
and neighbours, this kind of fraud 
can be prevented.” 

Another scam involves someone 
claiming to be a police officer 
based in London, who informs the 
potential victim that people have 
been arrested in the capital and they 
had in their possession bank cards 
which contained details of the vic¬ 
tim. 

The victim is asked to call the po¬ 
lice to verify the matter. 

However, the fraudster does not 


replace his phone; the unsuspecting 
victim is still speaking to the fraud¬ 
ster. They are encouraged to pro¬ 
vide private banking details and 
may also be asked to withdraw 
cash. 

DCI Will White, of the regional 
organised crime unit - Zephyr, 
added: “The police and the banks 
will never ask you for banking de¬ 
tails or PIN numbers on the phone. 
Similarly, they would never send a 
so-called ‘courier’ to collect bank 
cards or money. 

“In recent incidents the victims 
did the right thing when they be¬ 
came suspicious of callers. They 
hung up the phone and called the 
police. They waited until they could 
hear a dial tone or used a different 
phone to call us, ensuring that the 
scammers weren’t still connected to 
the line. 

“The more we talk about this 
scam and the more people who are 
made aware of it, the less likely that 
they are to become victims. We 
need people to spread the word. 
You have elderly and vulnerable 
relatives, neighbours, colleagues or 
friends warn them to be vigilant and 
on their guard for telephone calls of 
this kind. 

“We are also appealing to taxi 
owners to be vigilant, especially if 
asked to courier small packages to 
London for elderly people.”

County crime falls to record low 


OVERALL crime in Dorset has fallen to a record low 
- but incidents of hate crime, sexual offences and 
alcohol related violence have risen. 

Almost 3,000 fewer crimes were recorded in the 
year by Dorset Police, the lowest since 1995, a 7.3 
per cent reduction in overall crime. 

Serious sexual offences rose by 52 to 472 re¬ 
ported offences, a 12.4 per cent increase although 
many were historic offences where victims had 


come forward after hearing about recent, national, 
prosecutions of high-profile offenders. 

Alcohol-related crime rose from 1,902 offences 
in the previous year to 2,275, a 19.6 per cent in¬ 
crease while hate incidents went up 13.7 per cent, 
to 290 - many of the offences relating to disabil¬ 
ity. 

Domestic abuse incidents also increased to 8,487 
reported incidents, 304 more than the year before. 
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Toxic algae continues 
to pose a health risk 


ALGAL toxins found in 
Portland Harbour con¬ 
tinue to pose a health risk 
after high levels were 
found in scallops tested 
off the South Dorset 
coast. 

It was reported two 
weeks ago that scallops 
caught in the sea off the 
Dorset coast were found 
to be affected by higher 
than permitted levels of a 
type toxin which can 
cause neurological symp¬ 
toms if consumed in suf¬ 
ficient quantity. 

The algal bloom ex¬ 
tended across the English 
Channel to France and 
along the south coast. 

Dorset authorities con¬ 
tinue to work closely 
with the Food Standards 
Agency, the Marine 
Management Organisa¬ 
tion and the Southern In¬ 
shore Fisheries and 
Conservation Authority 
to monitor ASP toxin lev¬ 
els in both whole and 
shucked scallops. 

Portland Harbour, a 
classified production area 
for oysters and mussels, 
is still closed to mollusc 
harvesting, although lev¬ 
els have dropped and it is 
hoped that the closure 


may be lifted shortly. 

The Fleet oyster beds 
continue to be unaf¬ 
fected. 

Chair of Weymouth 
Port Health Committee 
Councillor Paul Kimber 
said: “This ASP event is 
the first one of notable 
toxicity which has oc¬ 
curred off the south coast 
since records started. We 
have therefore had to set 
up an information net¬ 
work and agreed proto¬ 
cols to deal with it, such 
that the public are pro¬ 
tected and the scalloping 
industry suffers the min¬ 
imum of disruption. 

“Casual gatherers of 
any type of bivalve mol¬ 
luscs (clams, oysters, 
mussels, scallops etc) 
currently picked up off 
the Dorset coast are 
warned that they could 
still contain harmful 
toxin levels , although it 
is scallops that are the 
species of particular con¬ 
cern.”

Wettest May for six years 

WEYMOUTH has just been soaked by its wettest 
May for six years including rain on nine of the last 
eleven days of the month. 

Close to double the usual rainfall fell with 84.4mm 
instead of the average 46.4mm, bringing the annual 
total to more than 531mm, a hefty 240mm or nearly 
ten inches above average. 

Not surprisingly sunshine levels were more than 
seven hours below average at 216 hours although 
the sun only failed to appear on two days during the 
months.The annual sunshine total is nearly 77 hours 
above average. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said that thun¬ 
der and lightning were noted on May 8th and 19th 
while May winds were light. The strongest gust of 
33mph came on May 10th. 

Most temperatures were above average with max¬ 
imum up 0.5 centigrade at 16c, minimum was up 
1.3c at 10.1 c and the mean temperature was up 0.8c 
at 13c. The average sea temperature was 0.6 of a de¬ 
gree above average at 12.8 degrees. 
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Garden memorial restored 


A HISTORIC memorial to a record- 
breaking Weymouth student has been 
restored. 

The Stainforth Memorial in the 
town’s award-winning Greenhill Gar¬ 
dens commemorates the achievement 
of former Weymouth College student, 
Wing Commander George Stainforth. 

Wing Commander Stainforth set a 
world air speed record in 1931 when 
he flew a Schneider Supermarine 
S6B sea plane at 406.92 miles-an- 
hour. 

He was a student at Weymouth Col¬ 
lege from 1915-17. 

The repairs to the memorial, which 
features a model of the record-break¬ 
ing plane, were paid for by Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council. 
The plane, which is set on a tablet of 
Portland stone, has been in the gar¬ 
dens since 1952. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood, bor¬ 
ough council Community Facilities 
Briefholder, said: “This memorial is 
a part of Weymouth’s proud history 
and serves as a reminder to a great 
achievement by a former student of 
our town. 

“I am very pleased we have been 
able to save it for future generations 
to enjoy. It is an asset to our beautiful 
Greenhill Gardens.” 

The conservation work was done by 


Emma Norris, of Humphries and 
Jones in Crewkerne, specialists in 
Sculpture and Architectural Conser¬ 
vation. 

She said: “It was an interesting 
project and in many ways just as 
complex as restoring a medieval arte¬ 
fact. The plane had sustained exten¬ 
sive damage from the forces of nature 
and exposure to the prevailing 
weather. We had to conserve the 
plane’s metal core and then com¬ 
pletely reconstruct it.” 

■ THE Greenhill Gardens, which 
are owned by Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council, have been recog¬ 
nised as among the best parks in the 
country and awarded a prestigious 
Green Flag. 

Green Flags are awarded by inde¬ 
pendent charity “Keep Britain Tidy”. 
They investigate how well managed, 
welcoming, safe, clean and accessible 
a place is. 

The Greenhill Gardens are on the 
edge of the town centre and slope up 
from the beach and promenade. 

Visitors can enjoy great views, an 
18-hole putting green, four tennis 
courts, brightly coloured borders, the 
floral clock flower display and a 
wishing well. 

There are also toilets next to the 
bowling green and a cafe.

Dial the number for Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council and you get 
a 45 second advert extolling the de¬ 
lights of the Dorset For You website 
which you’re told can do just about 
everything but cure Athlete’s Foot. 

So you stand there fuming until the 
plug ends, but you still have to wait for 
another 45 seconds to sift through a 
mind-numbing list of option numbers 
and that’s before you face another wait 
if you want to speak to a member of 
staff assuming one is available. 

Then we come to the delights - and I 
use the word advisedly - of a relatively 
new animal on the telephone block, the 
nattily named medical Choose and 
Book system which, when I used it, 
didn’t allow me to book! 

I dialled the number provided and 
then had to endure a different plug and 
a warning that times were “busy”, 
something I know from power com¬ 
pany calls is included on messages to 


the caller even when they are shut. 

So I waited and waited....and waited 
and eventually got through to a very 
helpful woman who immediately 
matched me up with my choice of sur¬ 
gery.only to tell me the surgery had 

not provided this phone call booking 
company with any current appoint¬ 
ments ! 

It got better. Having waited two and 
a half weeks to get a medical letter 
urging me to use the phone booking 
system to arrange my appointment, I 
was then told that the surgery would 
now have to be contacted about me so 
it could write back to start arranging 
an appointment. 

How long, I asked. Oh, you should 
receive a letter in the next two weeks, 
I was told. 

So, to sum up, having waited two and 
a half weeks to get a letter and facing 
another fortnight wait to get a possible 
appointment date - which may or may 
not match an available gap in my life 
- I face the prospect of a five-week 


wait to be offered an appointment. 

This in turn may not meet my 
needs....despite the plug for the book¬ 
ing system saying: “You can choose a 
time and hospital to suit you.” This 
may be true, but by the time you can 
actually arrange a time and hospital to 
suit, you have probably recovered or 
you’re dead! 

It all makes me pine wistfully for the 
days of talking to human beings, days 
when you were quickly dealt with at 
the council’s front desk counter, days 
when you saw your doctor and, if he 
or she felt you needed a hospital ap¬ 
pointment, they just picked up a phone 
and rang and made the appointment 
there and then. 

But modern phone systems are now 
so packed with plugs, adverts, options 
and delays that the caller almost loses 
the will to live to get even close to 
what they made the call for in the first 
place before numerous sidelines set in. 

Oh, and just one more thing. I’m still 
waiting! 


Will fuel run out? 


FINALLY, finally it has 
happened and, of course, 
the Government and fuel 
experts have immediately 
rubbished the findings. 

Their scorn was directed 
at a recent report claiming 
that all this country’s fos¬ 
sil fuels will run out in not 
much more than five years 
time. 

Now maybe the report is 
wrong and maybe it isn’t, 
but the concept of fossil 
fuels being finite is indis¬ 
putably correct. The only 
question is when sites 
such as Dorset oil and 
shale deposits will run 
out. 

What I found amusing - 
if such a scenario can ever 
be amusing - is that the 
Government hatchet job 
on the report also included 
a “Yah!

It all smacks of that fa¬ 
mous scenario so beloved 
of politicians, namely rub¬ 
bishing warnings that 
something bad is going to 
happen and, when it does, 
accusing everyone else of 
not paying heed to those 
warnings.

from a new travel grant 


LOCAL businesses can 
benefit from a new 
travel grant from 
Dorset County Council 
with up to encourage 
more people to walk, 
cycle or use public 
transport. 

Businesses in Wey¬ 
mouth, Portland and 
Dorchester can apply 
for up to £3,000 match 
funding towards cycle 
parking, lockers, show¬ 
ers or changing facili¬ 
ties, signage, pool 
bikes, and other items. 

The hospitality sector 
can also apply for 
grants to improve ac¬ 
cess for visitors, en¬ 
couraging more 
tourists to leave the car 
behind and walk or 
cycle instead. 

Other ideas might in¬ 
clude installing video 
or web-conferencing 
facilities to cut down 
on employees having 
to travel to meetings 
during the working 
day. 

Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil's Cabinet member 
for environment and 
the economy Peter 
Finney said: "We are 


delighted to be able to 
help local businesses 
improve their facilities 
and help their staff 
travel more sustain¬ 
ably. 

"I'd encourage any 
business that has not 
yet looked into the 
scheme to apply and 
see how a grant could 
benefit them." 

Transport planner for 
Dorset County Council 
Adam Bows said: "Pro¬ 
viding facilities such as 
secure cycle parking, 
places to shower, 
change and leave wet 
clothing will encour¬ 
age staff to cycle and 
walk to work. 

"By encouraging em¬ 
ployees to walk or run 
or cycle to work you 
are likely to see a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in 
sick days and in¬ 
creased productivity."

A COMMITTEE campaigning to make Dorset litter- 
free has welcomed the Government’s decision to charge 
for plastic bags. 

Tons of plastic shopping bags go to landfill in the 
county each year where they can take thousands of 
years to decompose. The bags also frequently appear in 
the top ten of most littered items across Dorset and are 
often found in the sea where the Marine Conservation 
Society says they are mistaken for food by some fish - 
which usually die as a consequence. 

The expected compulsory charge of 5p per bag is 
likely to be introduced next year although small and 
medium-sized businesses will be exempt. 

Globally between 500 million and a trillion plastic 
shopping bags are used each year - on average for less 
than 20 minutes each. 

“The decision to start charging is good news for our 
countryside, towns and the environment overall. It will 
reduce waste and packaging and the use of precious oil 
to manufacture the bags,” said a Dorset Campaign 
Against Litter spokesman. 

“They frequently crop up during litter picks and can 
cause serious harm to animals and sea creatures.” 

It is expected that the extra money charged will be do¬ 
nated to charities. In Wales there has been a 76 per cent 
drop in the use of plastic bags since a 5p charge was in¬ 
troduced in November 2011 and there have been similar 
falls in use in other countries across the world. 

Marten Gregory, from the Dorset Waste Partnership, 
who was attending the DCAL committee meeting at 
Stratton on Thursday of last week, also welcomed the 
news as a way of reducing the number of bags which 
end up in landfill at a direct cost to council taxpayers. 

“Anything which reduced the amount we take to land¬ 
fill has got to be a positive step,” he said. 

The Dorset Campaign Against Litter is funded by the 
Dorset Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE) and 
is made up of anti-litter groups across the county with 
representatives from some district and parish councils.

Fund is managed by Dorset County Council and will 
build on the success of the 2012 Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games. 

Dorset County Council Cabinet member for commu¬ 
nities, Colin Jamieson said: “This is really great news 
for Dorset. Through the fund, we will support projects 
that improve the physical or mental health of people in 
Dorset, especially in areas where it will have the biggest 
impact. This is an amazing opportunity for organisa¬ 
tions of all kinds to get some funding to deliver projects 


that inspire people into making positive lifestyle 
choices. 

“We want to invest the £700,000 in projects that have 
an impact, inspire people and bring about a lasting 
change.” 

There will be four rounds of funding over the next two 
years. The fund’s first application window is open now 
and closes at 5pm on Friday, August 1st with decisions 
to be made in early October. The second funding win¬ 
dow will be open during December and January, with 
two further funding rounds in 2015.

Fire union announce strikes 


TWO additional strike 
days have been an¬ 
nounced by the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) 
- this Thursday, June 
12th from 9am for 12 
hours and on Saturday, 
June 21st from 10am to 
5pm. 

Chief Fire Officer 
Darran Gunter said: 
“As with the previous 
strikes we will once 
again be putting our 
contingency arrange¬ 
ments in place. 

“We are disappointed 
the FBU and the Gov¬ 
ernment have not been 
able to come to an 
agreement about the 
Firefighters pension 
scheme at this stage. It 
is important to stress 
that this is a national 
dispute. 


He added: “We have 
put plans in place to en¬ 
sure Dorset Fire and 
Rescue is able to re¬ 
spond to incidents, but 
we would ask members 
of the public to take 
extra steps to reduce 
the risk of a fire break¬ 
ing out in their home. 

“We will continue to 
work with all our part¬ 
ners locally to ensure 
businesses; homes and 
our environment can be 
kept as safe as possible 
from fire during these 
periods of industrial ac¬ 
tion.” 

The strike action re¬ 
lates to a dispute be¬ 
tween the FBU and 
government over the 
government’s reforms 
to the Firefighters’ Pen¬ 
sion Scheme. 


Chesil rocks for Samaritans 


FUNDS of the Samaritans in Dorset have been boosted 
by a donation by Magna Housing Association. 

The local housing provider has pledged £1,700 from its 
community initiative fund to the charity which covers 
Dorset from its HQ in Weymouth.

at Kingston Maurward College. 

Not only has she a lifelong com¬ 
mitment to art and learning, Sally 
is also passionate about Sand Dam 
projects in Africa - creating water 
reservoirs in areas of irregular 
rainfall and in autumn 2012 
helped to build one. She aims to 
instrumental in the promotion of 
these projects across Africa. 

She said: “It’s the planting of 


trees, reforestation and the long 
term effects of the projects that ap¬ 
peals to me most. 

“From the age of 12 I’ve worried 
about deforestation and the effects 
on the planet. If I can give back a 
little of the joy I have gained from 
plants, then it’s all worthwhile.”

♦ It seems children have the 
right idea about smiling... they 
smile about 400 times a day.

THE criminal trials of one of wittiest 
men who ever lived will be brought 
to life at the historic courtroom at 
Shire Hall, Dorchester on Thursday, 
June 12th, 8pm.

Less than 100 days later, he found 
himself a common prisoner sen¬ 
tenced to two years hard labour. So 
what happened during the trials 
and what did Wilde say? Was he 
harshly treated or the author of his

Weymouth & District Table Tennis League annual meeting 


Development of youth proves a great success 


T HE expansion and development of 
table tennis for younger players in 
Weymouth and West Dorset was 
high on the topics of items reported and 
discussed at Weymouth & District Table 
Tennis League's AGM and Presentation 
evening held recently at the Frank 
Reynolds Institute. 

Treasurer, Steve Rook, presenting his last 
report after 19 years in the post, reported 
that although the league is in a healthy fi¬ 
nancial position, there could be no com¬ 
placency as the number of younger 
participants in the league meant that reg¬ 
istration and fees would have to rise to 
maintain the situation, and increases of 
adult league fees to £20 and £10 for junior 
registration was unanimously accepted by 
the 42 members present. 

It was also reported that a grant of 
£9600 from Sport England had all been 
spent on Junior development on 14 new 
tables, coaching fees, practice nets and 
trophies for school competitions. 


However, the money had been well 
spent as there are after-school clubs in all 
of the senior schools, and an increasing 
number of junior schools within Wey¬ 
mouth, Dorchester and Portland which 
was all very encouraging. 

Development officer Andy Millar re¬ 
ported there had been good progress 
throughout the year with the opening up 
of table tennis in schools with a simple 
pathway for players to progress to what¬ 
ever level they wish to play at having been 
developed over the last two years. 

In competition, the structure of the Wey¬ 
mouth schools junior league offered op¬ 
portunities to both beginners and 
improving players to move through the 
divisions.The best of these players can go 
on to represent their schools, individually 
or as a team, and play in tournaments all 
over the country. These pathways have 
been extended by weekly primary schools 
visits and table tennis is now becoming a 
mainstream curriculum time sport, 


whether the school has a table or not. 

Press officer Malcolm Smith thanked the 
members for sending in their reports over 
the year and the Dorset Echo and View 
From for their brilliant coverage through¬ 
out the season. 

Sponsors the Taylor and Burke families 
and Dot and Heather Dowell were 
thanked for their support as were a num¬ 
ber of individuals including senior youth 
players who volunteer their time to help 
younger players. 

Future plans include introducing a new 
National Junior League side at under 18 
level, introducing a regional training 
venue in Weymouth which feeds into 
Christchurch, and continuing to help 
schools deliver table tennis in curriculum 
time and after schools clubs. 

The league has agreed another year at 
All Saints and will be extending the num¬ 
ber of training sessions. 

Malcolm Smith who offered to stand in 
as interim treasurer has since the meeting 


been confirmed with Stephen Blair taking 
over as press officer, although a general 
secretary is still sought. 

President Brian Copp, congratulated the 
committee on a successful season, and 
presented the trophies for the individual 
competitions.
